Why incorporation became an important issue for the club: 


In order to form a nonprofit corporation, you must file articles of incorporation (sometimes called a "certificate of in- 
corporation" or "charter document" or "articles of organization") with the state and pay a filing fee. . 


The articles function like a constitution for the nonprofit corporation. Ordinarily, the document is short and simple, 
and you can prepare it on your own by filling in the form provided by your state. A number of items in the articles, 
however, are important in order to obtain tax-exempt status from the federal government, such as the statement of 
purpose and statements indicating that the organization will not engage in prohibited political and legislative activity 
and that all of its assets will be dedicated to its exempt purpose under 501(c)(3).

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The Newbie's 
The newest WARC Bands to ham radio are 12 meters (24 Mhz), 17meters (18 
Mhz) , 30 Meters (10.1 MHz) . These are very new bands and most of the newer 
HF rigs will have them as band selections. They were named after the World Ra- 
dio Administrative Conference, (WARC-79). In 1979 created a worldwide alloca- 
tion of these bands for amateur use were opened up in the mid to late 1980's for 
US hams. Sixty meters was opened up in March 2012. 


For those ham's who don't like contesting, there's no contesting on 12, 30, 17, 
and 60 meters. 


12 Meters 


Very heavily influenced by the sunspot cycle. At the bottom of the cycle it is suit- 
able only for very short distance ground wave communications for long periods 
of time. At the peak of the cycle it is capable of communications over thousands 
of miles with a minimum of equipment. A nice mobile band when conditions are 
right. 

Dipole for 12 meters: 

Extra, Advanced , General CW: 24.890 - Total Length: 17° 10” Per Leg: 8” 

Extra, Advanced, General Phone: 24.930 - Total Length: 17° 9° PerLeg: 8° 


30 Meters: 


A lot like 40 meters but can only be used on CW, Data, Digital. No broadcast in- 
terference and has slightly longer range than 40 meters. Daytime ranges of 1000 
miles are quite common. This band has a 200 watts PEP restriction.

17 Meters: 


Band conditions are very similar to 20 meters. This seems to be a very popular 
band when hams go mobile and lots of fun can be expected. You will meet some 
of the nicest hams on 17 meters. A very cordial operators.

60 Meters 

Effective March 5, 2012, the FCC entered new regulations for sixty meters. Ama- 
teur operators are now allowed up to 100 watts ERP with a maximum of 2.8KHz 
bandwidth. The FCC has also allowed the use of CW and certain digital modes 
with restrictions. The current new frequencies allocated for USB by the FCC for 
amateur use in the United States as a cluster of 5 frequencies or channels 
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(continued from page 11) The Newbies 


States as a cluster of 5 frequencies or channels shared with Government users. 
Many restrictions apply to technical requirements of ham transmitters and an- 
tennas. Hams are secondary user of this band, not primary, so we must yield to 
interference problems with Government stations. Sixty meters is much like 80 
and 40 meters. However, sixty meters may not be in the current models of HF 
rigs with a designated band " Button", it's just too new. 


If you have a GENE button on your HF rig, press it and it will get you in to the 
General Coverage of your receiver. Check your Operators Manual for this func- 
tion and procedure. Sixty meters doesn't have a "calling channel" like some of 
the channelized amateur bands. I suggest using 5357.0, it's the middle of the 
channelized segments. Channel 5 is used for USA & UK exterminations.

Use Upper Sideband_ only on the following suppressed carrier frequencies. The 
frequencies typically shown on transceiver displays.

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ARRL support for clubs could use some improvement 
By Dan KB6NU 


Often, when you hear ARRL officials speak, they extol the virtues of amateur ra- 
dio clubs, saying things like, "Clubs are the lifeblood of amateur radio." For ex- 
ample, Dale Williams, WA8EFK, in response to my e-mail congratulating him on 
his appointment as the new ARRL Great Lakes Division director, said that his 
"plans are to push to keep things local, club-related, and bottom-up driven." 


Of course, that kind of set me off. When it comes to club support, the ARRL is 
more talk than action. 


One example of this lack of support is that there hasn't been an issue of the 
ARRL Club News newsletter for years. Even so, if you log into the ARRL website 
and look at your e-mail subscriptions page, you'll see that it says that it’s sup- 
posed to be a monthly newsletter. 


I'll also note that the ARRL CEO Harold Kramer, WJ1B,left this particular news- 
letter off the list of available newsletters in his June QST column. I don't know 
who at HQ is responsible for producing this newsletter, but the fact that there 
hasn't been one for so long speaks volumes to me. 


Another example is the club commission program. Under this program, clubs get 
a $15 commission when they sign up a new member. That's not bad, but the 
commission falls to only $2 for renewing members. According to a former treas- 
urer of ARROW, my club here in Ann Arbor, MI, $2 just wasn't enough to make it 
worth his while to process renewals. 


To be fair, it's not all bad news. The ARRL website does have a page with infor- 
mation on how to set up and run an active club (http: //www.arrl.org/affiliated- 
club-resources). The ARRL also has a club liability insurance program is a decent 
deal for clubs, but that program probably doesn't require much effort on the 
ARRL's part. The ARRL is also supposed to refer new hams to clubs, but I'm not 
sure exactly how they do that, and I don't think ARROW's gained any new mem- 
bers from this recently. 


Let me ask you. Is your club getting the support it needs from the ARRL? If so, 


I'd like to hear about what you think they're doing right. If not, I'd like to know 
what you think they should be doing to help your club.
